_ The picnic given by the county and city offi- 
cials yesterday at Wright’s Grove for the bene- 
fit of the yellow-fcver sufferers was in every 
sense a grand success. The idea of aiding the 
suffering and stricken ones in the South by 
means Ol a monster outdoor testival and bcer- 
drinking matinee was a good one, and, once con- 
ceived, it was energetically and enthusiastically 
carried out by State’s-Attorney Mills, who was 
the head and front of the matter, ably assisted 
by several hundred other gentlemen connected 
with the City and County Governments. Er- 
erybody who was expected to take an interest 
in the menic did so, and the result was that the 
city was thoroughly canvassed both by peddlers 
of tickets and solicitors of articles to be sold and 
disposed of in various ways at the grove yesterday. 
As these facts were well known, it was thourht 
that the crowd on the grounds yesterday would 
be something enormous, and eutirely unpre- 
cedented in the annais of pienic-goers. This 
was not tbe case, as about two-thirds of the 
tickets sold were not used, many buying them 
simply forthe sake of helping along a good 
cause, and not with any idea of using them. 

The stormy weather of Monday afternoon and 
night threatened to put an unpleasant stop tothe 
entire proceedings, but before the sun came up 
yesterday the clouds had cleared away, and by 
reason of a strong breeze aud plenty of sunshine 
the grounds by noon were in as fine condition 
as could have been wished.

The Pacific Railroads Want More Time to 

Consider Auditor French's Circular—Cur- 

reocy Statement.

Wasntnoton, D. C., Sept. 10.—- The Union 
and Central Pacific Railroad Companies have 
not yet determined whether they will fecog- 
nize the constitutionality of the laws affecting 
them passed at the last session of Congress, 
and have asked for more time to consider 
the subject. Mr. French, the Auditor of 
Railroad Accounts, after consultation with Sec- 
retary Schurz, has informed the officers of the 
above-mentioned corporations that he sees no 
good reason for granting them further. delay, 
aud if the reports which have been demanded of 
them are not speedily furnished the matter 
will be placed in the hands of the 
Attorney-General, in order that he may insti- 
tute legal proceedings to recover the forfeitures 
prescribed by law. It is probable that tho lat- 
ter course will be pursued this week, nuless the 
companies in the meantime signify their rcadi- 
ness to obey the law. 

Mr. French is determined to bring this quos- 
tion to an issut as soon as possible. If it is the 
intention of the Union & Central Pacific Rail- 
roads to test the constitutionality of the acts in 
question, Mr. French thinks the sooner 
the subdiect is judicially settled the better for all 
parties concerned, as both acts were drawn with 
the greatest eure hy the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate, which contains such eminent lawyers 
as Judge Davis and Senators Thurman and Kd 
munds. The attempt to question their consti- 

utionality is regarded as ridiculous. 

The recent orders of the Treasury Depart- 
ment with reference to the distribution.of 
standard silver dollars will add materially to 
the busivess of the express companies, aud the 
transportation of the coin to the 
various Sub-Treasuries will cost the 
Government quite a large sum. The

ABLE. 

A letter from an lows correspondent who 
is afflicted with the Mat disease thus states 
the doctrine of the “ National” party, ax 
well as his own in regard to the payment 
of the national debt. Hoe seems unconscious 
that it would be a violation of the pledged 
faith of the uation and the contract with the 
public creditors. He says: 

The proposition and declared ‘ntention of the 
National party is to relieve the people from op- 
pressive taxation by paying uff the entire bonged 
debt. dollar for dollar, iu honest, adsolute, creen- 
hack money, issued upon the credit of tae Govern- 
ment, the same woney dy which the bunds were 
originally purchased (7). 

“ Absolute” currency is paper, issued as 
money, containing no promise, obligation, 
or contract to pay or redeem the same at any 
time. Its issue is to be payment itself, the 
same es gold or silver. We will not stop at 
this time to discuss this point further than 
to say that the greenbacks or legal-tender 
notes issued in 1862, and subsequently during 
the War, ware not this kind of money ut all; 
they were promises to pay dollars,—dollars of 
the gold or silver coin, a kind of money en- 
tirely distinct in every respect from absolute 
or fiat paper money, trredeemable because 
declared te be absolute and final itself. 

What we want especially to call attention 
to at this time is the practical question of how 
much of the debt, if any, is payable in lega)- 
tender greenbacks of the character author- 
ized by law and sow in circulation, looking 
at the case from the Greenback point of 
view, and waiving the Public Credit act of 
March 18, 1869, which enacts that all thie 
interest-bearing bonds (with certain excep- 
tions) shall be paid im coin. Many people 
claim that certain portions of the national 
debt are fairly and honestly payable in the 
legal-tender notes ereated by law during the 
War. They do vot contend that the bonds 
which promise on their face payment in coin, 
aud were sold by authority of laws promising 
comm payment, can be paid in greenbacks, 
All those bonds, it is admitted; must be 
liquidated according to the letter of the law 
and the promise made te the purchasers 
thereof.

10, 11, and 12, are the acts of July 14, 1870, 
and Jan. 20, 1871, which aathorized 
the Secretary of the ‘Treasury to ex- 
vhange new bonds to the amouut 
of $1,500,000,000 bearing interest at 5, 44, 
A 4 per centin exchange for outstanding 
C per cut bonds, or to seil the uew bonds 
at not less than par in coin aud with the 
proceeds take up the ontstanding 6 per 
ceat bonds, At first the exchange and the 
sale could not be negotiated. Soon, how- 
ever, as the credit of the Government im- 
proved, the 5 per cents were sold to the 
amount stated in the table. Subsequently 
the 44 percents to the amount stated, and 
at this time the 4 per cents are selling at the 
rate of $1,000,000 a day. With the proceeds 
the bonds bearing 6 per cent interest are 
called in and redeemed. All the bonds issued 
under this act of 1870, being the new 5, 4}, 
and 4 per cent bonds, are made payable aud 
on their face recite that the principal and in- 
terest are payable in coin,—gold or silvar of 
the United States. 

It will be seen; therefore, that the inter- 
est-bearing debt of the United States is paya- 
ble by contract with the public creditors in 
coin, The ante-War debt and the loan of 
1861 all preceded the existence of legal- 
tender paper money and were contracted in 
coin; the loan of 1863 and the loan of 1864 
both provide on the face of the bonds for 
payment of principal and interest in coin. 
The 5000, 790,350 of bonds issued under the 
act of 1871 all contain the same stipulation. 

The consols, amounting to $439,872,500, 
which are rapidly passing into 4 per cents, 
are the only bonds upon which the most 
fanatical advocate of paper payment can ex- 
press a doubt. Long before the legal ques- 
tion can be determined whether such bonds 
are payable in greenbacks of coin, a question 
wholly immaterial so long as greenbacks and 
com are of equal value, these bonds will 
have all been called in and redeemed, from 
the proceeds of the sales of the 4 per 
cent bonds, at a saving of one-third their 
annual interest. To what part, thea, of the 
uational debt can “absolute” or flat 
paper money be applied in payment ? 

As we have stated already, the legal-tender 
greenbacks issued during the War, and which 
are now in existence,’ are promises of the 
Government to pay the bearer yold ur silver 
dollars. 

There is one point to which we wish to 
call the special attention of the Fiatists, and 
that is, that no man can put his iinger on 
any provision of the loan laws in which the 
Government has reserved the right to manu- 
facture uew issues of greenback notes, abso- 
lute or fiat scrip, or any other form of paper 
money, with which to pay off any of the 
bonds, The Government reserved no such 
right or privilege ; the public creditors made 
no such agreement with it, aud were not 
usked to. ‘lhe Government solemnly pledged 
itself, im the act, of dane 30, 1564, that the 
maximum amount of Treasury notes (nou-in- 
terest greenbacks) should never exceed 400 
millions, and the Government has ever since 
lived ap to that promise, and only dis- 
honest men would now break it. 

If it can be shown that any of the ontstan‘- 
ing bonds are payxble in yreenbacks, 
it must be in the notes authorized to 
be issued as legal-tender im the act of June 
300. 1861, and the previous acts,—in other 
words, iu the greenback money now im ex- 
istence. Aad how is the Government to get 
it except by taxation? And What difference 
to the tuxpayers does it make whether the 
bonds sold under the act of March 3, 1865, 
are paid in yreenbacks or in coin, aud these 
are the only bonds now outstanding about 
which there Gan be the slightest doubt 
whether they call for coiu or green backs ? 

We have taken the puins to compile these 
facts relating to the debt and the character 
of payment that intelligent and thoaghtful 
readers may see for theiuselves the utter un- 
possibility of the flat money schema, in 
any shapo or form, and the dishonesty of 
urying such a policy as a means of national 
or personal relief from the obligations to 
pay debts or to escape taxation. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF THE NEW SILVER 
DOLLAR. 


The Chicago Sub- Lreasury has not yet re- 
ceived the order of Treasurer Giurintan for 
the resumption of specie-payments iu silver 
on the 16th inst., and knows nothing about 
it save what has been given to the public by 
the newspapers. The distribution of the 
silver dollars by express, at the expense of 
the Government, under the recent mstruc: 
tions of Secretary SHerMan, goes on rapidly. 
Orders to the amount of about $15,000°8 day 
are received here. The coin is not sent two 
the applicant direct fram the Sub. Treasury. 
A suflicient stock of coin is not kept on uaud 
for that purpose. Most of the country banks 
wanting silver dollars apply for them through 
the Chicago bank where they keep their ac- 
ore ante country bank orders the Chica.

One of these is returned 
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the United States Treasurer at Washington, 
who orders the nearest mint to forward the 
amount, It is not expected that the new 
order will make any change in the demand 
for the staudard dollar, Asa matter of fact, 
people cap now get silver dollars for green- 
backs at the Sub-Treasury. But coin is unde- 
swable as Pocket eurreney in large amounts 
as long as paper convertible into coin is pro- 
curable, Some holders of standard silver 
are bringing it back to the Sub-Treasury to 
be exchanged into greenbacks, now thet the 
latter are worth about as much as coin, and, 
as the greenback balance here is ample, the 
Sub-Treasuror makes a practice of accom 
modating the publio in this matter. The 
number of new silver dollars received every 
day for customs duties is considerable. Yes- 
terday it was over $2,000. 

As yet the silver certificate has not been 
introduced into use in Chicago. They have 
not been needed. Coin is not insisted upon 
at the Chicago Custom-House for the pay- 
ment of duties. Importers can get coi re- 
caipts from the Sub- Treasury by paying the 
equivalent in currency, and these are taken 
at the Custom-House in payment of duties. 
This is a departure from the system in use 
at New York, and was adopted om account 
of the great difficulty importers experienced 
in getting in this market the coin needed for 
duties. ‘The amount of customs receipts at 
this port is so small in comparison with that 
at New York or Boston that the Govern- 
ment can afford to dispense with the actual 
tender of coin and to take the amount in 
paper money, with the premium on gold 
added. In New York, of course, the coin 
itself must be forthcoming from the 
importer, and there the silver certifi- 
cate is in constant use. The efforts of 
the Treasury Department, which are to cease 
after the 16th inst., to issue the standard 
silver dollars so that they should not come 
back in the payment of customs or bond sub- 
scriptions, have not been very successful in 
Chicago. An average of one-third of the 
customs receipts here is now in silver. Yes- 
terday out of $5,000 received one-half were 
in silver dollars. Secretary Sazaman’s order 
to pay out silver dollars for greenbacks with- 


out restricion after the 16th inst. will not 


affect the distribution by express at 
the expense of the Government under 
the order of Sept. 3. Country banks will 
still have to order by the 51,000. But to 
persons who present their greenbacks at the 
counter of a Sub-Treasary there will be no 
such limitation as to amount. The Sub- 
Treasury here has no expectation that there 
will be any cousiderable number of people 
who will call for coin in place of the more con- 
venient greenback, and so far has laid in no 
extra supply of coin to meet au such demand. 
When the redemption of fractional currency 
was first begun, the rush to get silver for it 
was immense. There was a long line every 
day reaching from the Sub-Treasurer’s win- 
dow out into LaSalle street on the sidewaik. 
It frequently happened that a person who 
wont in the line early in the morning could 
not get to the Treasurer's window till late in 
the afternoon. But then specie of any kind 
was a novelty, and the fractional currency 
was in a most ragged and filthy condition. 
The situation is a very different one now. 
The paper money in circulation is kept 
by redemption comparatively clean and 
whole, and the people have learned by 
experience that it is inconvenient to carry any 
considerable amount of coin. It 1s believed 
by the bankers and Sub- Treasury oflicials 
here that the method of distributing silver 
put into operation by Secretary Suknuax by 
his order of Sept. 7 will not ase up a large 
amount of the new dollars. This is by no 
means because of any prejudice against ail- 
ver. It is because the people, for conven- 
ience, prefer paper convertible into coin to 
the coin itself. There is the same objection 
to carrying gold as to carrying silver. ‘The 
gold is lighter, but it is so mach more valua- 
ble, weight for weight, that the risk of loss 
is too great for it to be freely carried. Sec- 
retary Saerman’s order to Treasurer Gru- 
LAX, directing him to exchange standard sil- 


ver dollars for United States notes, is as fol- 


lows :

THE MAINE ELECTION. 
The result of the election in Maine shows 


that the Fiat-money national craze has de- 
veloped itself in that hitherio steady old 
State to a greater extent than was supposed. 
In the First, Second, and Third Districts, 
Keep, Furz, and Liypsry ( Reps. ) arere-elect- 
ed. In the Fourth, or Bangor, District Lx. 
WELLYN Powers, who was not very popular, 
has been defeated by the combintion of the 
Fiatists and Democrats ou Lapp. The Fifth 
District is in some doubt, with the possi- 
bility that Eveznz Harz, Republican, has 
been defeated by Murcu, who is not only 
an ultra Fiatist, but a brawling So- 
cialist of the Parsons-Kearyey stripe. It 
would be comforting if the catastrophe ended 
here, but the“ Nationals,” by calling into 
their tanks dissatisfied voters of all pacties, 
have probably succeeded in throwing the 
election of Governor into the Legislature, 
with the probability that the Democrats and 
Nationals will have a majority in that body, 
which will defeat Connor, who has a large 
plurality over Garcetonxn, Democrat, and 
Smira, Greenback. 

While the result of the election, when the 
returns are all in, may not prove as serious 
as we have indicated, and while in any event 
it is only a temporary disaster, the dis- 
turbance of the customary Republican ma- 
jorities in that State indicates that the Fiat 
folly has taken astronger hold in Maine than 
Was generally imagined, It shows that the 
delusion, aided by the hard times, has 
made strong inroads upon the strength of 
the old parties,—in this instance of the Re- 
pablican party. The masses in Maine who 
voted the National Greenback ticket did so 
because they want to pay their debts in some 
other way than the legitimate one. They 
have seized upon the failacy that the 
watering of the currency will help them 
to do so. They don't care so much 
about paying the national debt as about 
Paying their own, aud they think if they 
can break down the vulue of money :t will 
tide them over their temporary embarrass- 
ments. They banker for a return of the 
craziness of war times without a war, with 
the expectation of retrieving their fortunes 
by speculations. 

Being in such a mood, it is not difficult to 
find the causes of the Republican set-back. 
Besides this, it is the off yeir in politics, 
when party ties bind very loosely, and the 
Administration does little to hold a 
party together. But, more than all this, 
the hard times are still pinching, thus off or- 
ing an iuvitiug field for the demagogues to 
come in with their specific remedies. A 
Quack medicine well advertised always sells

Now come the 
Fiatists, who are seeking to throw away the 
Constitution and the laws, and Government 
honor and credit, and rush into national re- 
pudiation, and they likewise will fail. In 
proportion as business revives, and dissatis- 
fied laborers get to work, and those in debt 
get out of debt, will the present dissatisfac. 
tion with honest money cease. Three 
years from now, perhaps in less time, those 
who have rushed into this folly will be 
ashamed of the retrospect. : 
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ENGLISH OPINION ON THE MONETARY 
CONFERENCE, 

We have at hand the London Times com- 
ments on the International Monetary Con- 
ference held at Paris. The general tenor of 
the article is the expression of extreme satis- 
faction at the failure to agree upon an inter- 
national standard for the two metals. The 
selfishness which prompts this satisfaction 
is very frankly confessed. The Times might 
almost as well have said: We of England 
desire to enforce the single gold standard, 
because we are a creditor nation, and we 
want the people who owe us to pay in the 
dearest metal, rendered dearer all the time 
by constant appreciation as an exclusive 
standard of value; at the same time we want 
some of the other nations to retain the 
double standard, in order that the money- 
system of India, in which we are deeply in- 
terested, may not. be broken down.” What 
the Times actually did say, and what we have 
translated into plain English, is us follows: 


It is, indeed, true that the past legislation of a 
country must have great influence on ite resolu- 
tions in reference to a single or a double standard- 
We belheve that if the question was res tnfegra 
the arguments in favor of a single standard would 
be found to prevail; bat for ourselves the dispute 
has been seitied by the decision taken in 1816, and 
tune contracts which have been bulit up upon it. 
‘ko make silver a discharge of debts a5 weil as 
gold would be W introduce a Variation into existing 
contracts not contemplated by the parties to them 
when they were made; and no suca change could 
be justified, cxcept under pressure of alrong 
necessity, and even then it should be guarded hy 
very stringent conditions. For the same reasons 
we should hesitate long before making void the 
stancard of value in India. The action of nations 
is thus restricted by paramount Considerations of 
the respect due to creditors to Lhe stabiiity of con- 
tracts; but the abstract question whether a single 
or a double standard sould be preferred is capabie 
of drecussion and udetiston. 


It was this selfish purpose of Eagland that 
exercised a dominating influence over the 
Conference, and secured the stupid and in- 
consequential resolution that the use of sil- 
ver as money is desirable, but that every na- 
tion must be free to use it or not. Now, if 
all the principal Powers of the world, in- 
cluding England, believe that silver ought to 
be used as money, then the surest way of se- 
curing this desirable end is to agree upon its 
use at a fixed ratio. We have no doubt that 
the English sentiment would undergo a very 
considerable change if the alternative were 
presented that Great Britain must agree to a 
double standard or there would be univer- 
sal demonetization of silver. The greed of the 
capitalists, which pow makes them insist 
upon a single gold standard for the payment 
of debts due them, would then be overcome 
by the apprehension of general bankrupicy 
under a universal gold system and of serious 
losses in consequence. But as long as there 
is a prospect that the monetary use of silver 
will prevail in other countries to a sufficient 
extent to avert the disaster of a single gold 
standard in England, she will prefér to take 
advantage of the situation by exacting gold 
from her debtors. 

The Zines asserts that, “where two 
standards are allowed, one only is in. use, 
and that isinvariably the cheaper of the 
two, because the debtor exercises his option 
to pay his debts in the cheaper metal.” 
While this general assertion further reveals 
the selfish motives of the English money- 
lenders, it ignores two essential features of the 
case, The first is the principle laid down by 
Cranvscat, that the very option afforded by 
the double standard is constantly at Work to 
maintain an equality between the two metals 
when both are used as money. Thus if the 
yield of silver is temporarily more abundant 
than that of gold, and hence more easily ob- 
tained, there is an immediate rush for silver 
with which to pay debts; this rush meets 
the increased supply half-way and checks the 
downfall; the option is always at work to 
regulate the supply and demand. The sec 
ond fact ignored by the dictam of the Lon- 
don Times is that an international agreement 
upon the relative value of the two metals, 
embracing all the great and commercial na- 
tions of Europe and America, would fix the 
standard so surely and inflexibly that no 
ordinary variation in the supply of 
either metal could possibly affect the 
relative values. It is true that England 
might not then be able to exact a special 
value by reason of an exclusive gold stand- 
ard, but no injustice would be done the ¢red- 
itor class becanse there would then be no 
„cheaper“ metal to tender in payment. The 
fact is that England's position is governed by 
an indisposition to give the debtor class an 
equal chance with the creditor class, for an 
absolute maintenance of the two metals as 
money on an agreed basis wonld always in- 
sure to the creditor a value equal to that 
which he gave, and to the debtor the privi- 
lege of paying the same value that he 
received. .English influence has defeated 
this equitable arrangement for the present, 
but the time may come when her capitalists 
will recognize its superiority, as they must 
now adwit its fairness.

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THE EAST-BOUND POOL. 

The roads leading East from St. Lon will 
bold a meeting next Friday for the purpese of 
agreeing upon percentaves m accordance with 
the tircular adopted by the Executive Committee 
of Western Kailroad Mavagers at their sate 
meeting lu this city, regarding tae formation of 
another East-bound pool. So far no actiop has 
been taken by the Chicago roads, but it Is pro> 
able that 4 meeting will be held before the end 
of this weck. It does not look probable that 
the roads wil) succeed in agreeing upon a proper 
division of the business among themselves, as 
each road believes Itself entitled to more thas 
its proper share, aud the probabilities are that 
the whole matter will have to be submitted to 
arbitrators. The mauagers of the principal 
Western roads are of the opinion that a pool 
based on a simpie division ot the tonnage will 
not work, and will prove just as abortive as the 
old one. A pool of this kind would be continu- 
ally violated by one ur the other road, and there 
are no provisions to mmpose penalties for viola 
tion of agreement. The only poot that ts be- 
lieved to be capable of being perpetual is one 
like tnat of the Southwestern Kailway Assvcia- 
tion, which requires the roads that have carried 
more thau their allotted percentage to pay over 
the amount reeefved for the surplus to the 
roads that have not carried them full allowance.

Tbe troubles regarding the division of bust 
ness among the three Canada lines by the Erie 
& North Shore Dispatch (iast freight nue) still 
continue. Several meetings have lately been 
heid regarding this matter without reaching a 
result. Another meeting will be belt in New 
York City ina few days totry to adjust the 
difficulties if possible. The principal trouble 
arises from the fact that the Canada Southern 
demands a larger share of the business than it 
hus bern getting heretofore, which the (rand 
‘Trunk and Great Western resist with all their 
might. Heretofore the, Great Western got 50 
per cent, the Grand Trank 20, and the Canada 
Southern 30. Now the Grand run demauds 
heariyas much as the Great .Weatern. There 
exists already adlecling of dwecuntent ou the 
part of the Great Western because the Canada 
Southern has been awarded a larger share than 
was expected of tue Blue Line business. Jue 
Great Western used to get about W per cent of 
this business, while under the new manage- 
meut, as per Col. Scott's arbitratiou, thev get 
only 56 per cent. Tue Great Westers managers 
think that Vanderbilt’s .Canada Southern is 
getting rather noggish in its demands, and they 
will, jotuliy with the Grand Trunk wauegers, 
resist ali further encroachments.

‘Then we had neither 
telegraph nor railroad, no daily papers, and 
only a lew Weeklies, yet those who, like bim- 
sell, lived in those days willgemember how ter- 
rible the calamity, and what general paralysis 
in business it produced. That panic was pro- 
duced directiy by the Democratic party by tam- 
pering with the currency for-partv ends.

The deposits were illecaliy taken trom the bank 
notwithstanding it bad paid under the law for 
the privilege of Keeping them, and given them 
to Statice bauks to be held as a basis of their cir- 
culation. Thev were instructed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to increase their issues 80 
as to furntésh accommodation to those who de- 
sired to borrow money. They did so, and the 
President, Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
whole party boasted ot the result of the prices 
and good tines which were called Democratic 
prices and Democratic times. There were men 
elected to ojlice in this State by means of thosc 
boasts alone. The inffucnce of this inflation 
WAS FELT EVERYWHERE. 
As prices went up tne spirit of specalation, the 
demand for modnev and bank reserves, all in- 
creased at a corresponding ratio. Everybody 
wanted to borruw money, and to speculate. 
The passion for the acquisition of land became 
almost universal in this state, and hundreds of 
farmers, not satisfied with farming, bad to bor- 
row mobey to bry more land. In 15835, 
when these deposits were removed, the whole 
bank circulation in the L nited States was less 
than $30,000,000. By the time of the panic in 
IS, only tour yeurs, it had increased over 
$160,000,U00, 100 per cent. The State banks. 
held up and eucouraged by the Democratic par- 
ty and sustained by the use of public money, 
had increaseu to nearly 800. They had an ag- 
gregate capital oi about §290,00U,000, a circuia- 
tion of about $150,000,000, aud only about 8388, 
(05.000 of com to redeem it wita, —that is, 
about $1 in coin to every $4 iucircalaiion. This 
was Democratic financtering. The Bank of the 
United States, when war was commenced upoa 
it, had oniya circulation of 819,000. 000, with 
810.000.000, or less tuau two lor lour. But that 
was not enough lor the politicians. They de- 
mauded more money merely to inflate prices, as 
a means of keeping in ollice, without stovping 
for a moment to inquire, or carmg to know, 
what extent of circulation was dewanded by 
the busivess interems of the country. The 
inctease of money Was demanded tor specuia- 
tion, vot for legitimate bnsiticess, and, as Was 
foretold by those who denounced the act, when 
the crisis came its iniluence was teittole, ex- 
tending to every class of society.

in a Republican Congress was done with a view

but no measure was perfected “till 1873, when 
Germany demonetized silver, and this led to the 
act of last year based upon the idea that, as 
com is the universal medium of value, ft is 
to our advantage to have ours conform 
as nearly as possible to that of the nations 
with which we nold commercial tntercourse. 
But the act of 1873-was oulva continuauce of 
the policy commenced by the Democratic party 
in 1853. With the addition of a provision fur

of 420 grains for the benelit of the China trade, 
but not for general circulativn, it left the sil- 
ver com in existence undisturbed, as it bad 
been fixed iu 1853, and therefore all in circula- 


tion, except what was authorized to be 
coined by the act of 1533. was legal 
tender. But, somehow or other, there got into 


e Revised Statutes, which Congress enacted in 
1876, a provision whieh took away from silver 
its tegal-tender quality in all sums exceeding $5, 
and made gold alone a legal-tender, thus apply- 
ing the principal of the act of 1553, as it 
regarded the subsidiary coin, to the whole in 
circulation. In other words, it accomplished 
what the Democratic party in 1858 started out 


to do by making gold the sole standard 
and destruying the bimetallic stand- 
ard. How was this done! Who 
did it? II passed both Houses of 


Congress without a division in either, so that it 
seems to have been very generally approved by 
both parties, aud nobody is specially responsi- 


ble for it, although it is a common thing to 
hear Sherman cursed for it, as if he 
held all Congress of both parties in 


the hollow OC? his hand. Some of those who 
curse him the loudest and longest were mem- 
bers of Congress themselves at the time, and 
asked to be excused upon the ground that they 
did not know what was going on. A modest 
request truly, siuce it give. them a dispensation 
to curse others who are no deeper in the mud 
than they are in the mire. The vill of the last 
session of Congress 
REMONBTIZED SILVER. 
It was vetoed by the President, not because he 
was opposed to a_ bimetallic currency, as the 
Democratic party was in 1553, for be had ex- 
pressed himself in favor of it in his annual mes- 
sage, but only because. in his opinion, 
it was an act of bad faith towards 
the public creditors. Congress disagreed with 
bim, however, and passed the bill over the veto. 
lle acquieseed in the result, and the Secretary 
of the Treasury has hovestiy executed the law 
until the fruits of his policy are seen in the fact 
that he is now paying silver for greenbacks, 
the effect of which will be that greenbacks 
may be used in paying customs duties and in 
purchasing 4 per ceut bonds by first converting 
them into silver. To escape an investigation of 
the relation of the Democratic party to these 
financiai measures, its leaders employ their 
imagination iu picturing the distress and sulfer- 
ing in the country. and charge it all to the policy 
of the Republican pariy, upon which they visit 
the most tearful devunciations. It is not true that 
the Republican party produced the pantie of 1873, 
from which we are now suffering but gradually 
recovering. That it did not, can in his opinion 
easily be demonstrated. In 1560 we had a State 
Bank circulation of a specie Value of $207,102,- 
477, and in 1561 $202,005,767. In Ira we had a 
paper circulation including greenbacks, National 
Banks, demand pates, State bauk notes, ope 
and two year Government notes, compound in- 
terest notes, and fractional currency of 8750, 
062,368 at a specie value of $643,053, S36. 
TUE PANIC, 
therefore, was not otcasionced by want of cur- 
rency in the United States, bat, in so far as we 
in the West were concerned, it was rather on 
account of an unequal distribution of it between 
the sections, occasioned by our extravagant 
purchases trom the East. At the time, we 
all felt that some remedy ought to be 
applied to furnish us relief, and that, if the cir- 
culation couid not be otherwise equalized, a 
new issue of gieenbacks should be resorted to. 
Those held in reserve were issued by order of 
Gen. Grant, ard by 1874 the circulation 
went up to $731,490,016 of paper, at a 
soeele value of $711,156.773, which was an in 
crease of its purchasing power from the 
previous year of 53, 10,847. Two opinions 
prevailed, one in favor of contraction, the other 
of expansion. For his own part be thought 
the circulation might be sately carried up 
to about S800,000,000, with a view to relieving 
the West from the severity of the pressure. We 
had been dramed af our currevey. Whether 
this Opinion was well tounded or not, the fact 
reniains the same, that 
THE CAUSE OF THE PANIC 
was more our own fault than that of the Gov- 
ernment or us pohcy. This is to be tound in 
our extravagance, excited by the high prices of 
the war, and continued without stopping long 


endugh to think of the consequences. We 
were all at fault tor this, for every class of 
society was involved in extravagance. The 


necessitics of war Dad so increased the volume 
of our curreney that we had no idea of values 


except by the standard of our paper circaia- 
tion. We no longer looked to coin 
as the measure, but estimated everything 


by greenbacks and greenback notes. The coun- 
try did not pause in speculations long enough 


ly see before 1573 what their effect would be, 
and, alter the panic commenced, Was so par 
alvzed that it could = not realize the 
fact that it then had $515,95¥,591 paper 
circulation more thau it had in 1360, witha 


specie value or purchasing power of 8440.7, 
409 more than then. Whatsoever variety of 
Views may have prevailed, therefore, as to the 
proper measure ot relief after the panic, the 
most casual observer can now see that the cause ul 
it must be found in something eise besides a 
want of currency, which was over twice as much 
in 1873 as in 1860. He repeated that it could 
only be lound in our universal extravagance. 
When we consider the amount of gold 
we had to export to pay interest on our bonds 
and ior imports, some idea of the drain upon us 
may be formed, and, by comparing the condition 


of thing then with what it is now, we can 
realize not only the fact that w «got 
into debt in the manner he has 


indicated, but the still more acceptable fact that 
we ure getting out of debt and stopping the 


imtuense exportations of gold by means 
of the poliwy of the Government which 
i. W now proposed to pull down 
and destroy. In the five vears from 
1% to 78. inclusive, we have exported 


$2,504.655,790 and imported $2,376, 757,278, mak- 


ing a difference tm our favor of 847,470. 
12 We have sold 387.876.412 more 
than we have bought within those 
years. Docs not everybody know that 
when a man buys more than he seils he ex- 


hausts his means to pav ior it. and whenever 
he sells more than he buys he accumulates to 
the extent of the excess‘ It is the same witha 
nation of people as with an individual. Person- 
ai improvidence does to the individual what 
UNIVERSAL IMPROVIDENCE 

does to the whule people. Of this surplus of 
exports over unports $151,152,0K% was produced 
iu LS77, and $257,756,946 in 1878, making a, total 


in two vears of $409.943,058, and, 1 
any credit attaches to the Goverument 
lor this, the present Administration may 


claim that nearty $30,000,000 of it has been pro- 
duced in the seventeen moutfis_from March, 
IS. to June, 1878. This single preposition 
meets the whole question, that extravagance 
in buying more than we sell has 
vecasioned every panic we have ever 
had, and inevery instance heretofore we have 
ouly been relieved by selling more than we buy.

specie payment bas been reached, we denounce al! 
efforts to delay the day of resumption and to in- 
flate the currency by any additional issue of irre- 
deemavte paper as destructive to ail business in 
terests, unwise, aud fraudulent as pabiic meas- 
ures. 

Liesolived, That we believe in no questioning of 
the Presiaent’s title, no trifling with an Weue irre- 
vocably and justly settled. and no further use for 
the uscless Potter Committee; that there should be 
no payments of outlawed Southera claims, and no 
pensions to Rebel soldiers.

M’CULLOUGH AT HOOLEY’S. 

John McCallough, surrounded by a company 
of meritorious artists, superior in point of in- 
telligeuce to the average dramatic combinations 
now roaming at large, has begun an engage- 
ment at Hooley’s which promises to be, as it 
ought to be, a highly successful. one. The se- 
lection of ** Virxginius for his re-entrance be- 
fore thé Chicago public was a fortunate one, be- 
cause it exhibits this actor in nis best mood, and 
in the ripeness of his power. Mr. McCullough 
was a disciple of Forrest, and undoubtedly he 
has caught something of the spirit of 
that powerful genius, end something of 
his method. The two men, bowever, 
were so dissimilar ip temperament that 
it was quite impossible for Jubn McCullough, 
oveu had it been his desire, to become an imi- 
tator. The storm vehemence, the irrepressi- 
ble rages, the passionate soul of the grand old 
man, which burried him into strange excesses 
in life, and fired his acting with the fury of in- 
spiration, sre elements not to be looked for in 
the cali, diguified impersonations of Mr. Me- 
Cullouch, because they do not enter isto bis 
nature. Aud, however much we may insist that 
itis the duty of an artist to go out of him- 
self, it is a verified fact that they stamp their 
own personality on whatever they seek to de- 
lineate. Dickens was never able to portray a 
gentletuan, although he had ample opportuni- 
ties of observing their babits, because he was 
himself at bearta suob. Look at his goody- 
good herves: wuat lamentable failures they are, 
bow they strain alter the heroic, and how they 
reveal the poverty of the inventor, otherwise 
so fertile and so great. It is necessary that a 
dehneator should be able to identify himselt 
with the character he seeks to depict. Goethe 
coutessed that he knew of no crime which he 
was not capable of committing. He was com- 
petent to Hing into htecature a Mephistoph- 
elles. The greatest Ohe e of our day admits 
that he is dominated by the passion of jealousy. 
Que can hardiy imagine Jobn McCuilough 
possessed by an evil passion, by anything but 


what is many and good; and it ts 
bot necessary to inquire further 
than his face to learn that he is inecapabie of 


doing a base or malunant act. He could pot 
represcut an /ago, nor a Sar ie Overreach ; he 
could merely read the lives like a reader. Ina 
character like Virginies he is quite at home. 
and tenderly and grandly dees he portray the 
heroism. the grief, the pure affectionateness of 
the Roman father. fhe first act of the drama, 
as represented by Mr. MeCuliough, is one of 
the most complete aud finished stage pictures 
we have seen. The audience is at once won 
by the mellow voice“ which imparts to the cor- 
rect and stately periods of Sucridan Knowles 


an unwonted pathos and meaning. The 
defiance of the mob by the brave 
old Dentatus, the arrival of young eius, 
the fatherly tenderness of Vryintus, the 


trustful love of the daughter, the meeting of 
the lovers, and the playful way im which Vir- 
gin us consents to their anion, forms a singu- 
larly portect picture, and a brilliant prelude to 
the tragic scenes that follow. 
this scepe by Warde, Miss Maud Granger, and 
Raimforth merits the highest praise that could 
be given, and the praise must be extended to 
them in the subsequent acts of the drama. 
Miss Granger’s Virginia is a noble impersona- 
tioun,—a portraiture ot filial devotion, woman!

FINANCIAL. 


The demand for currency was not so strong from 
the country as it has been. Orders were moderate 
only, and in consequence New York exchange was 
Armer, and more in request at the rate of 60c per 
61. 000 discount. A few of the city banks report 
little or no change in the condition of the loan 
market, but these are not fairly representative. 
Taken altogether, the loan market is unques‘iona- 
ply in a condition of advancing activity. Discount 
Mues are slowly rieing with the progress of busi- 
ness, and are altogether as full as could be expect- 
ed at this season. Rates are 6@10 per cent, with 
special rates in special cases. 

The clearings were $3, 500, 000. 

REPORTED DISCOVERY IN CONSOLIDATED VIRE- 
GINlA. 

A San Francisco correspondent of the New York 
Times reports a rumor thata body of good ore has 
been struck in the 1. 900- foot level of the Consoli- 
dated Virginia. This discovery was the cause of 
the rise of 82 a share. Purchases of the stock are 
continually being made by persons who believe 

that, if the former dividends of $2 a month are not 
resumed, the mine wil! at least pay $1 a share a 
month. ‘There are several theories to account for 
the excitement in the mining-stock market. One 
is that a new bonanza has been discovered in the 
Sierra Nevada, and another that the powerful par- 
ties are contending for the possession of the Com- 
stock lode. A third, which finde most favor with 
unprejuciced observers, is that there is neither a 
new bonanza nor a contest about the Comstock. 
but only a new thimdle-rigging attempt to get tue 
public betting neavily on stocks it knows nothing 
about, and which in themselves are worthless. 
Whichever theory is correct, the market is excited, 
and the brokers are doing a better business than 
before in several years. Sicrra Nevada at $90, 
then at $45, and again at $85 is the kind of a mar- 
ket for brokers. 

FINANCE IN JAPAN. 

The Japan Gazette of Aug. 6, received by mail, 
gays of the Government finances of that country. 

In June last year the Government levied a loan 
upon the newly-established Kuwazoku Bank of 
15,000,000 yen. With 10, 000. 000 yen nowraised, 
the excnequer will have been enriched within a 
year by no less than 25,000,000 ven of borrowed 
money; or about 40 percent of the income. Some 
curiosity is shown to learn the disposition of the 
advances. The chief subject of interest has been 
the realization of the internal loan offered by the 
Japanese Government to the people. The terms 
of the loan arethese: Government bonds for 50, 
100, and 500 ven, bearing 6 per cent interest, re- 
deemable within a period of twenty-five years by 
annual drawings, have been issued foran amount 

of ven 12, 500. 000 at 20 per cent discount. Not- 
withstanding the that an operation of a similar 
character was inaugurated in 1873, with the ad- 
ditional advantage of loansin paper money then 
made mm exchange for Government bonds bearing 6 
— interest, being redeemavie in gold. this 
Government bonds was, the native press 
. rr subscribed for to an extent vastly 
in excess of the amount invited. 
CHICAGO & ALTON. 

Northwest, the Chicago correspondent of the 
New York Daily Bulletin, refers to the growing 
business of the Chicago & Alton Railroad. It bas 
paid dividends regularly for fifteen years, in spite 
of the hard times. Its interest and rentals amount 
10 $1,000, 000, while its earnings have not for ten 

years failen below $2,000,000 a year, except in 
pne year, when they were reduced by an accident

AMERICAN HAMS IN ENGLAND.

645, 705. of whica $11,623,149, or 
42.04 per cent were sent to the Untred States, 35. * per 
cent to Great Britain, 14.71 per gent to France, 2.58 
per cent to Spain. 4.05 percent to Centra! America, 
and the remainder to »tber countries. 

The Western Manufacturer's figures were made 
up from data furnished by official publications 
by Mexican papers published at the Cap ital, and by 
persons recently from Mexico, and whose position 
there gave them the best opportunity for studying 
the domestic and foreign trade of the country. 
Those eures were made up for the year 1877, and 
were especially intended to show tue present as- 
pect of affairs, and not as they were 4 1873. At 
that time the country wasina verv nusettled con- 
dition. and not only its internal traue but its com- 
mercial relations with foreign countries were ead- 
ly interrupted. But we need not take those facts 
even into consideration to account for great changes 
in the extent and character of the forelen ane Go- 
mestuc trade of that country. For instance. note 
the wonderfal changes that have occurred in the 
trade of our own country smce 1875. In that year 
our import exceeded our expor's by $120, 000 {004 
while in 1878 our exports exceeded the imports by 
$257. S52, 000. We auote these tigures to show 
that the attempt to discredit our statement of the 
Mexican trade of 1877 by giving the statistics of 
1573 is very weak and very uure liable. 

A sem-official statement of the revenue from 
duties on imports into Mexico fortne year 1877 
pute the amount a little over 816. 000, 000. Assum- 
ing that the duties will average 25 ber cent, t this 
would give the value of imports on which 
were paid at $64.000.000.

was so well paid. The consequence was, the time 
allowed for the fulfillment of the conditions on the 
part of the Ratilway Company expired and nota- 
ing had been done. Legaily the charter and the 
subsidy were forfeited, but the Mexican Govern- 
ment, under the plausible representations 
and fair promises of the unfaitufal 
agent, extended the time and granted 
still farther opportunity for compliance with the 
conditions of the charter and supsidy, Again the 
time expired. but the conditions were as far from 
being complied with as ever. Finally, after this 
failure and extension of the time bad occurred for 
the third time, the charter was annulled and the 
princely subsidy forfeited, and to the Government. 
Mr. Plumb thereupon, finding his occupation gone, 
returned to Washington, and we have the assur- 
ance of those personally conversant with the whole 
matter that he hus since left no stone unturned to 
stir up discord between the two countries, and to 
prevent, so far as lay in his power. any action 
looking to closer, ure profitable. ard extended 
commercial mtercourse, That the above ‘*spectal” 
came from or was inspired by the en agent there 
ix little reason to doubt.

THE PORTER INQUIRY. 


Hearing Resumed at West Point. 

West Pont, Sept. 10.—The hearing in the 
Fitz John Porter case was resumed this morning 
before Gens. Scotield, Getty, and Terry, Judge- 
Advocate Gardner appearing for the Govern- 
ment. 

Alexander D. Payne, First-Lieutenant m Gen. 
Stuart’s Confederate cavalry testified: There 
was a general engagement on the Loth of 
August, 1362, as stated by Gen. Pope in his dis- 
patches, but there was a severe engafement on 
the 80th, the severest of the war, the slaughter 
being terrible, the ground being blue with dead 
and wounded. This was to show Porter's 
bravery and loyalty. 

In relation to the 4:30 p. m. order sent by 
Pooe to Porter on the 29th, and which Pope’s 
orderly said he delivered to Porter at 5 p. m. 
Witness testified he had been all over the 
grounds indicated in the orderly’s testimony, 
ridiug briskly, and it took him ninety-six 
minutes. Over another route it took him 
eighty-six minutes. 

Col. Walters Davis, of California, said the 
night of the 27th was the darkest he ever knew, 
and he didn't she op because Porter was anxious 
that his troops should move early in the morn- 
ing. That night be met Gen. Porter, who told 
him to notiiy Gen. Sykes to move nis division 
at once. Gen. Sykes sent word back that it Was 
im possible to move because of the intense dark- 
ness ip the woods, 

Witness said there was only artillery firing on 
the 20th, and knew of no order that day for 
Porter’s corps to retreat, nor did he know of 
any retreat. He described the severity of the 
fight of the 30th and Porter’s activitv. The 
contending forces were so close that witness 
saw a Confederate soldier seizea Union man 
and haul him into the Confederate ranks. 

Ma}. Karle, of Colorado, testified that on the 
20th Gen. McDoweil approached Porterin a 
blulf manner and exclaimed: Porter. you are 
too far out. Move your troops back into those 
woods. This is no place to fight.“ This was 
brought out to throw the responsibility of Por- 
ter not attacking on that day upon Gen. Me- 
Dowell. 

Adjourned till to-morrow.

THE DEAN CASE. 
THE WIFE’S CONDITION. 

The attempted murder and subsequent suicide 
by Sy!vester Dean presented no new features yes- 
terday. The body of the suicide was removed be- 
fore noon to the estavlishment of Elton, the 
undertaker, of No. 454 State street, wncre it re- 
mained during the day awaiting the Coroner. That 
official did not have time to hold the inquest, how- 
ever, and the ceremony is set for this morning at 
10 o'clock. 

The wounded wife. Mrs. Dean, remained at 
Mercy Hospital, too weak from loss of blood to be 
moved. She was in the morning in a fair way to 
recover, bat by overexertion she opened her 
wounds afresh, and it was with great aifliculty that 
the flow of blood was stopped by the physicians. 
The cut was acurious and extraorainary one: it 
slit the car ani diagonally downward tarougu the 
cheek nearly to the nose, then upwara nearly to 
the eye, making an awkward wound to dress or 
handle. Last evening it appeared to the attendants 
hat tae lady would very likely recover if inflam- 
mation did not set m. 

It appeurs from inquiry that the only person who 
saw the suicide committed was Mrs. 4 herself. 
Lier account of the whole affair is substantially as 
followe: She, with her husband. had had some 
words ia their own bedroom, which was on the 
north side of the house onthe ground floor; they 
passed through into a corresponding room on the 
suuta side of the house, Dean meanwhile making 
vague threats that he would kiil her. He ended 
tnese threats by making a dash at her with the 
razor, and inflicting the cut Above de- 
scribed. She then wunbolted and opened 
the door leading down two steps into the kitchen 
and ran for the dack door, closely followed dy her 
ousband. Before she conid open the door to the 
porch Dean had caught up with her, and just as she 
was toing out he made another attack on ber, but 
it resuited ont in some scratches on the wrist. 
Confused and blinded by bivod, she missed the 
steps into the yard and feil heavily down, bruising 
herself somewhat. Kecovering instantly. she arose 
to flee, and, as she did 60, saw her husband in tae 
duorway. razorin hand. He said something which 
he did not understand, and then drew the razor 
across his own throat, failing forward on tne porch. 
Mrs. Dean ran away as fast ax possible around tne 
house and into the street, as has been described. 

Mrs. W. H. Warner, wife of the gentleman in 
Whuse house the affair took place, was found by a 
reporter, who feit at liberty to ask her some ques- 
tions concerning the conduct of deceased. Mrs. 
Warner described him as by turns an excellent and 
loving hus and and almost a madman. Her con- 
clusion trom what she had seen of him was that he 
must have been eligntiv crazy, and that wnen he 
bad taken any setimulantatall he was aoout the 
same asa madman. He was sometimes possessed 
of a jealousy so unreasoning that ne was fully as 
jealous of a woman as of A man. and was often 
enraged without any possible cause. So far as 
Mrs. Warner knew, Dean had never expressed his 
ene wey ans particular person, but was mad on 
general principles.

regards Mrs. Dean. From all that can be learned 
of her from neigbbors and friends, she was a well 
vehaved and respectable woman, who gave her 
husband no cause for jealousy, which amounted to 
mania with him.
